Your  Worship,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1944. 

I am  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  statistics  relating  to 
the  health  services  of  the  County  Borough  reveal  that  in  1944,  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  was  in  a very  satisfactory  position. 

The  birth  rate,  which  reached  its  lowest  level  of  13.4  per  thousand 
population  in  1940,  rose  in  1944  to  the  remarkable  figure  of  21.3.  At 
the  same  time,  the  infantile  mortality  rate  reached  its  lowest  level  of 
40  per  thousand  live  births.  In  1900  this  figure  was  199  and  in  1941 
it  was  66.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made 
in  infant  care  over  the  years,  and  I am  sure  that  the  arrangements  for 
the  supply  of  priority  nulk  and  vitamin  supplements  has  contributed 
in  no  small  measure  to  the  low  record  for  1944.  There  is,  however,  one 
disquieting  feature,  viz.,  the  increase  in  illegitimacy.  When  the 
illegitimate  births  are  expressed  as  a percentage  of  the  total  live  births, 
we  find  that  whereas  there  were  only  2.4%  illegitimate  births  in  1939 
— in  1944  the  figure  had  risen  to  9.4%. 

The  general  death  rate  was  13.4  per  thousand  population.  This 
is  slightly  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.6),  but  is  lower 
than  the  corresponding  figure  for  1943,  whilst  the  figure  for  1940  was 
14.6. 

It  is  reassuring  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  maternal  mortality 
rate  also  remains  low.  As  recently  as  in  1935  the  mortality  rate  was  as 
high  as  7.2  (i.e.,  7.2  maternal  deaths  per  thousand  live  births),  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  report  that  in  1944  the  rate  was  1.0,  which  compares 
very  favourably  with  a rate  of  1 .93  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  death  rate  from  Cancer,  I regret  to  say,  remains  fairly 
stationary  at  1.7  per  thousand  of  population,  and  it  is  clear  that  until 
drastic  steps  are  taken  to  deal  with  this  serious  problem,  little  improve- 
ment can  be  expected. 


Turning  now  to  Tuberculosis,  I have  to  report,  with  considerable 
satisfaction,  that  the  death  rate  from  this  complaint  has  reached  the 
lowest  level  ever  recorded,  viz.,  0.48  per  thousand  of  population  for 
all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  0.35  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  This 
represents  22  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  and  16  deaths 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  position  with  regard  to 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  gives  grounds  for  especial  satisfaction. 
The  death  rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  had  been  falling  for 
some  years  prior  to  the  war,  but  it  started  to  rise  after  1939,  and  in 
1941  reached  0.67.  In  1939  the  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  was  27  and  each  year,  the 
numoer  has  steaoily  risen,  until  in  1944  it  was  58. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  in  spite  of  the  grearly  increased  number  of 
cases,  the  death  rate  has  been  substantially  lower.  The  reason  for  this 
is  that  patients  are  now  reaching  us  at  a much  earlier  stage,  and  if  this 
happy  state  of  affairs  is  maintained,  as  I have  every  reason  to  hope 
that  it  will  be  maintained,  we  can  confidently  look  forward  to  the  time 
when  Tuberculosis  will  cease  to  be  the  terrible  scourge  which  it  has 
been  hitherto. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  I have  to  report  that  except 
for  whooping  cough,  the  incidence  of  the  commoner  infectious  diseases 
was  remarkably  low. 

There  has  been  a marked  decline  in  the  incidence  of  diphtheria, 
there  being  only  8 cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year,  and 
for  the  first  time  for  many  years,  there  were  no  deaths.  It  is  interesting 
to  record  that  in  1900  there  were  411  cases  notified  and  68  deaths. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  was  the  smallest  recorded 
for  many  years,  viz.  61  cases. 

There  is,  therefore  a considerable  measure  of  satisfaction  to  be 
drawn  from  a perusal  of  these  figures,  indicating  as  they  do  that  after 
five  years  of  war,  the  health  of  the  community,  so  far  from  having 
deteriorated,  has  undergone  material  improvement  in  many  directions. 

I desire  to  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  and  to  my  colleagues,  and  members  of  the  Health 
Department  staff,  my  grateful  thanks  for  the  loyal  support  and  ready 
assistance  they  have  afforded  me  during  the  year.

PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

During  the  year  there  were  no  developments  or  changes  in  the 
provision  of  Ambulance  facilities  or  Public  and  Voluntary  Hospitals, 
except  that  a new  ambulance  was  obtained  to  replace  one  which 
became  unserviceable. 

In  the  same  manner  there  were  no  changes  in  the  administration 
of  the  Institutional  medical  services  transferred  from  the  late  Board  of 
Guardians  under  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  or  in 
the  provision  of  Poor  Law  medical  out-relief. 

One  additional  domiciliary  midwife  was  appointed  during  the 

year. 
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As  regards  Mental  Deficiency,  Burton  upon  Trent  is  one  of  the 
constituent  authorities  of  the  West  Midland  Joint  Board  for  the 
Mentally  Defective.  After  considerable  difficulty,  the  Board  has 
secured  a site  for  an  Institution. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply.  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company 
is  responsible  for  the  public  water  supply  to  the  Borough.  The  supply 
is  drawn  from  deep  wells  at  Chilcote  (Leicestershire),  Fradley  and 
Trent  Valley,  and  is  satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Softening  plants  are  installed  at  Chilcote  and  Fradley,  and 
although  the  water  after  treatment  is  hard,  it  is  not  excessively  so, 
there  being  about  twenty  parts  per  100,000  total  hardness,  of  which 
about  half  is  permanent  hardness. 

Periodical  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  piped 
supply  are  carried  out  in  the  Health  Department  Laboratory.

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1944/45 
(1st  April,  1944,  to  31st  March,  1945) 

I beg  to  present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Refuse 
Removal  and  Disposal  Department  for  the  year  1944/45. 

REFUSE  REMOVAL  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  end  of  March,  1945,  16  workers  were  employed  refuse 
collecting  and  2 men  divided  their  time  between  refuse  and  salvage 
collection.  The  labour  situation  deteriorated  rapidly  during  the  year 
and  much  time  was  lost  owing  to  sickness.  After  repeated  and  futile 
applications  for  additional  help  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service,  h became  necessary  to  employ  part-time  labour.  This  was 
utilised  during  week-ends  with  a nucleus  of  experienced,  employees. 
The  greatest  number  of  part-time  employees  secured  was  15.  Over- 
time was  worked  regularly  by  the  normal  staff  to  the  extent  of  4f  hours 
per  week  and  about  half  the  men  volunteered  for  work  on  Saturday 
afternoon  and  Sunday. 

In  order  to  accelerate  domestic  refuse  collection,  a special  service 
was  started  for  schools,  public  buildings  and  similar  institutions.  This 
change  has  noticeably  reduced  paper  salvage  recovery  as  will  be  seen 
in  the  salvage  returns. 

11,313  tons  of  domestic  refuse  was  collected  throughout  the  year 
and  the  maximum  collection  for  any  one  week  was  346  tons,  this 
being  attained  whilst  employing  part-time  workers. 

Sanitary  Pail  Refuse  was  estimated  to  weigh  148  tons. 

The  income  from  charges  made  for  the  collection  of  trade  and 
other  refuse  was  ;(|51. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE  PLANT 

The  1944/45  period  ended  with  8 men  and  6 women  fully 
employed  in  this  Department.  Again,  this  year,  the  work  of  this 
section  suffered  from  the  need  for  more  workers.  This  difficulty, 
together  with  the  tightening  war  restrictions,  noticeably  reduced  the 
amount  of  salvage  materials  handled. 

Paper  recovery  in  the  Borough  was  down  14.6%  ; the  reduction 
was  mainly  due  to  poor  collection  facilities  and  here  it  should  be  noted 
that  the  collection  operated  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  was 
not  in  any  way  relaxed  and  117  tons  (14  tons  more  than  last  year)  was 
recovered  by  this  organisation.  Mrs.  W.  P.  Stanley  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated upon  this  achievement  which  represents  31.3%  of  the  total 
output  of  the  Department.

There  was  no  sale  of  bottles  (except  milk  bottles),  glass,  waste 
rubber  or  light  iron.  Paper  recovery  is  seriously  reduced  and  it  may

be  expected  to  further  deteriorate  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of 
the  collection  service. 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  was  and  purchases 

from  other  Authorities  amounted  to  £278.  Refuse  totalling  729  tons 
and  for  which  charges  were  made,  was  received  from  other  Authorities. 

Charges  for  refuse  disposal  amoimted  to  £132,  making  the  gross 
income  of  £4,995. 

The  removal  of  domestic  refuse  has  suffered  greatly  during  the 
war  and  it  is  hoped  that  more  men  will  be  available  to  the  Department 
before  the  seasonal  increase  in  refuse  during  the  next  winter. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1939  each  man  in  the  Department 
moved  562  tons  of  refuse  per  annvun.  During  the  war  this  figure  has 
increased,  to  628  tons  per  annum  ; that  is  by  1 1 .75%  The  smff  are  to 
be  congratulated  upon  maintaining  this  standard  throughout  five  years 
and  it  is  regrettable  that  the  shortage  of  staff  appears  likely  to  continue 
for  some  time. 

I desire  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
continued  support.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Food  and  Drugs  Act.  One  hundred  and  nine  samples  were 
procured  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  analysis  as  follows  : — 

Artificial  glycerin  2,  Adexolin  capsules  1,  Ammoniated  Quinine  1, 
Aspirin  1,  Baking  Powder  2,  Beer  2,  Bexam  (Vitamins)  1,  Black 
Currant  Puree  1,  Butter  2,  Cake  Flour  2,  Camphorated  Oil  1,  Castor 
Oil  1,  Chocolate  Spread  1,  Coffee  (ground)  1,  Egg  Substitute  Powder 
2,  Flowers  of  Sulphur  1,  Gravy  Salt  1,  Homogenised  Vegetables  1, 
Lard  2,  Lemon  Essence  1,  Linseed  Compound  1,  Malted  Soyacream  1, 
Malted  Chest  Syrup  1,  Margarine  2,  Marmite  1,  Meat  Essence  1, 
Milk  60,  Mustard  3,  Pepper  1,  Saccharin  Tablets  1,  Self-Raising 
Flour  4,  Sponge  Mixture  1,  Strawberry  Flavour  Essence  2,  Tincture 
of  Iodine  1,  Vinegar  1,  Vita  Gravy  1. 

91  Samples  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

18  Samples  were  found  to  be  below  standard  as  follows  ; — 
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2 Informal  samples  of  Baking  Powder  were  deficient  in  available 
carbon  dioxide.  The  vendors  were  warned  and  the  stocks 
destroyed. 

1 Informal  sample  of  Egg  Substitute  Powder  was  deficient  in 
available  carbon  dioxide.  The  vendor  was  warned  and  the  stocks 
withdrawn  from  sale. 

3 Samples  of  Self-Raising  Flour  were  deficient  in  available  carbon 
dioxide.  The  vendors  were  warned  and  the  Authority  from 
whose  area  the  flour  was  obtained  was  communicated  with, 
and  they  rectified  the  error  without  resorting  to  legal  proceedings. 

1 Formal  sample  of  Milk  showed  a 2.6%  deficiency  of  fatty  solids. 
A letter  of  warning  was  sent  to  the  vendor. 

3 Formal  samples  of  Milk  were  found  to  be  19%,  23%  and  20% 
deficient  in  fatty  solids,  four  appeal  to  the  cow  samples  revealed 
that  the  cows  were  giving  milk  below  the  standard.  The  farmers 
were  advised  to  call  in  an  agricultural  expert. 

2 Formal  samples  of  Milk  were  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids,  and 
in  one  sample  there  was  also  an  abstraction  of  2%  of  fat.  The 
farmer  was  warned. 

1 Formal  sample  of  Milk  was  adulterated  by  at  least  8.8%  of 
added  water.  A sample  taken  in  course  of  delivery  contained  at 
least  3.6%  extraneous  water,  appeal  to  the  cow  samples  showed 
that  the  cows  were  giving  genuine  milk.  The  farmer  was  fined 
4s.,  with  £2  2s.  Analyst’s  fees. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926.  Three  samples  of 
feeding  stuffs,  and  three  samples  of  fertiliser  were  examined  by  the 
Public  Analyst  during  the  year.  Two  samples  of  fertiliser  failed  to 
comply  with  the  Statutory  Statement  supplied  with  the  samples.  In 
one  case  the  retailer  was  warned,  and  in  the  other  case  the  Authority 
from  whose  area  the  article  was  obtained  was  communicated  with, 
and  they  warned  the  Wholesaler. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

Cattle  Market. 

During  the  year  a notice  was  served  under  the  Market,  Sales  and 
Lairs  Order  on  the  owners  of  the  Cattle  Market  requiring  alterations 
and  repairs  to  the  stockyard  so  as  to  provide  four  additional  pens  with 
improvements  to  the  paving  and  cattle  loading  ramp.  This  work  was 
carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  myself. 
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No  restrictions  have  been  placed  on  the  market  during  the  year 
due  to  outbreaks  of  contagious  disease. 

Tuberculosis  Order. 

Two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  discovered  in  local  herds,  the 
animals  affected  were  slaughtered,  after  which  the  cowsheds  were 
thoroughly  disinfected. 

Swine  Fever. 

Three  cases  of  suspected  Swine  Fever  were  reported,  none  of 
which  were  confirmed. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

No  case  or  suspected  case  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  has  occurred 
in  this  district  during  the  year,  but  owing  to  its  prevalence  in  many 
parts  of  the  country  articles  have  been  inserted  in  the  local  press 
drawing  the  attention  of  stockowners  to  the  regulations  which  lay  down 
the  precautions  which  must  be  taken  in  order  to  prevent  infection 
spreading  to  their  animals. 

Anthrax. 

Four  suspected  cases  of  Anthrax  have  occurred  during  the  year, 
but  in  only  one  case  was  the  disease  confirmed.  This  was  in  a casualty 
sheep  delivered  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  slaughterhouse.  The  affected 
carcase  was  destroyed,  the  slaughterhouse  and  equipment  disinfected, 
and  as  a precautionary  measure  the  slaughterman  and  the  meat 
inspector  were  inoculated  with  anti-anthrax  serum.  The  farmer 
developed  an  anthrax  pustule  and  was  admitted  into  hospital  for 
treatment  where  he  made  a successful  recovery. 

Parasitic  Mange. 

No  cases  have  occurred  during  the  year. 

Sheep  Scab. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  notified  during  the  year. 

Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit,  etc.  There  are  103  licensed 
petroleum  stores,  having  a total  capacity  of  159,655  gallons  of  petroleum 
spirit,  and  600  gallons  of  petroleum  mixture.  There  are  also  6 stores 
where  10  tons  9 cwts.  of  carbide  of  calcium  may  be  stored. 

Explosives.  There  are  six  premises  in  the  Borough  registered  for 
the  keeping  of  explosives  all  of  which  receive  periodical  inspections.

By  arrangement  with  the  General  Infirmary  a scheme  was  drawn 
up  in  1943  whereby  General  Practitioners  are  enabled  to  send  patients 
to  the  Infirmary  for  an  X-ray  examination  of  the  chest,  and  this  con- 
tinued in  1944.  The  films  come  to  the  Health  Department  for  inter- 
pretation and  a report  is  then  sent  to  the  doctor. 


The  scheme  has  the  merit  of  simplicity  and  causes  a minimum  of 
inconvenience  to  both  patient  and  doctor.  It  is  being  well  supported 
and  the  impression  has  been  gained  that  a number  of  cases  of  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  have  come  under  treatment  at  a much  earlier 
stage  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case.  The  following  table 
gives  the  results  of  the  films  examined  under  the  scheme  during  the

Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  The  number  of  cases  examined  for 
the  first  time  at  or  in  connection  with  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in 
1944  was  82. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dispensary  for  the  year 
was  755,  which  gives  an  average  per  session  of  8 . 9. 

Home  Supervision.  The  Health  Visitors,  who  also  act  as 
Dispensary  Nurses,  imdertake  the  home  supervision  of  Tuberculous 
patients.

In  1943  the  patients  attending  the  Clinic  numbered  83  males 
and  63  females,  the  total  number  of  attendances  being  1643  for 
treatment  by  the  Medical  Officer. 

The  figures  given  in  the  previous  table  include  patients  from  the 
Borough,  from  Derbyshire  and  from  Staffordshire,  and  also  include 
64  patients  suffering  from  Syphilis,  56  from  Gonorrhoea  and  2 un- 
diagnosed cases,  who  attended  the  Clinic  in  1943  or  earlier  and 
continued  their  treatment  during  1944. 

There  were,  therefore,  127  new  cases  admitted  to  the  Clinic  during 
1944,  including  9 patients  previously  treated  at  other  Centres,  viz., 
77  from  Burton,  20  from  Derbyshire,  24  from  Staffordshire  and  6 
others,  compared  with  146  cases  in  1943,  of  which  99  were  Borough 
cases. 

Of  the  2226  attendances  at  the  Clinic,  1452  were  made  by  Burton 
patients,  493  by  Derbyshire  patients,  186  by  Staffordshire  patients  and 
95  by  other  patients.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

Midwives  Act,  1936. — Cases  attended  by  Municipal  Mid- 
wives. During  the  year  the  seven  Municipal  Midwives  attended  511 
patients  as  Midwives  and  77  patients  as  Maternity  Nurses. 
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Mtidwives.  The  number  of  Midwives,  who  in  January,  1944,  gave 
notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  within  the  area  of  the  Borough  in 
accordance  with  Section  10  of  the  Mid  wives  Act,  1902,  was  17,  and 
subsequently  3 others  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise.

During  the  year,  six  of  the  Municipal  Midwives  were  trained  in 
the  use  of  Gas  Air  Analagesia  and  three  machines  were  purchased. 
Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  analgesia  was  administered  in  nine  cases. 

Medical  Practitioners’  Fees.  Claims  from  Medical  Practitioners 
for  fees  under  Section  14  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  for  assistance 
to  Midwives  in  emergencies  amounted  to  £61  for  the  year.  A sum  of 
£^  11s.  5d.  was  repaid  to  the  Corporation  by  patients  during  the  same 
period. 

Birth  Control.  No  cases  were  referred  to  our  Consultant 
Gynaecologist  under  the  scheme  of  Birth  Control  given  in  the  Report 
for  1934. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre.  The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  Cross 
Street  continued  throughout  the  year  to  be  attended  by  mothers  and 
babies  in  very  large  numbers. 

Voluntary  Helpers.  A number  of  ladies  have  acted  as  voluntary 
helpers  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  some  of  them  over  a long  period 
of  years,  and  have  given  very  valuable  assistance  in  carrying  out 
the  work.  It  is  only  through  their  regular  and  ungrudging  help  that 
such  large  numbers  can  be  dealt  with. 

Number  of  Cases.  The  number  of  new  cases  registered  at  the 
Centre  during  the  year  was  1066,  and  the  total  attendances  20,417, 
giving  an  average  per  session  of  100. 1,  as  compared  with  an  average 
of  95.6  for  1943.  In  these  figures  are  included  234  evacuees. 

Eye  Defects.  The  arrangements  whereby  infants  suffering  from 
eye  defects  could  be  referred  to  Dr.  Jagger  for  examination  were 
continued  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  examined  by  him  during  the  year  was  16. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub>Committee.  A Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee,  consists  of  the  following  ladies  : 
Mrs.  Evans,  Mrs.  Giles,  Mrs.  Kew,  Mrs.  MacGilp,  Mrs.  Stanley, 
and  Miss  Wild. 

Light  Clinic.  During  the  year,  148  new  cases  received  treat- 
ment at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  A total  of  2,091  attendances 
was  made  during  the  year.  In  nearly  all  the  cases  improvement  in 
the  condition  was  noted. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic.  The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  held  on  Friday 
afternoons  at  2 o’clock  and  on  Wednesday  mornings  at  10  o’clock. 
The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  in  charge.

A clinic  specially  reserved  for  the  examination 
of  Toddlers  was  held  during  the  afternoon  session  of  the  first 
Wednesday  in  every  month. 

Consultant  Work.  Dr.  N.  L.  Edwards,  of  Derby,  Consultant  for 
ante-natal  and  obstetric  complications,  examined  4 obstetric  cases 
during  the  year. 

Hospital  Beds.  The  following  cases  were  treated  at  the  General 
Infirmary  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements 
previously  described  for  the  treatment  of  comphcated  cases  of 
pregnancy  or  labour,  and  also  cases  with  complications  arising  after 
parturition  whether  in  the  mother  or  in  the  child.

Arrangements  were  in  force  during  the  year 
with  the  Burton  upon  Trent  Nursing  Institution,  Union  Street,  for 
the  provision  of  beds  for  maternity  cases,  where  the  circumstances 
were  such  that  it  was  difficult  for  a confinement  to  be  carried  out 
at  home.

Child  Life  Protection.  At  the  end  of  1943,  there  were  1 1 children 
“taken  for  reward”  registered  under  the  provision  of  Sections  206-220 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Adoption  of  Children  Regulations.  These  Regulations  came 
into  force  in  1943.  No  further  applications  for  registration  were 
received  during  the  year. 

Health  Visitors  and  Cleanliness.  The  attention  of  the  Health 
Visitors  and  Midwives  in  this  town  was  drawn  to  Circular  2831  on  the 
promotion  of  cleanliness  and  good  habits,  and  the  elimination  of 
verminous  conditions,  and  where  the  Health  Visitors  or  Midwives 
discovered  uncleanliness  or  verminous  conditions,  they  endeavoured 
to  get  these  conditions  remedied. 
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The  standards  of  cleanliness  in  this  Borough  of  infants  and 
expectant  mothers  is  fairly  high  on  the  whole,  and  only  a few  families 
appear  to  be  the  offenders. 

During  the  year,  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Education 
Committee  whereby  the  cleansing  facilities  at  the  School  Clinic  have 
been  made  available  for  the  cleansing  of  adults  and  pre-school  children. 

The  medical  practitioners  have  been  acquainted  with  the  arrange- 
ments, and  good  use  is  being  made  of  the  service. 

Appointments  are  made  in  the  evenings  and  a male  and  female 
attendant  have  been  appointed  on  a sessional  basis. 

During  the  year  161  persons  attended  the  Clinic. 

Care  of  Premature  Children.  In  accordance  with  the  re- 
commendation of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  20/44,  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  approved  arrangements  for  the  purchase  of 
suitable  equipment  for  the  home-nursing  of  premature  infants.  One 
cot  and  the  necessary  accessories  was  purchased,  and  has  been  made 
use  of,  on  one  occasion  during  the  year.  More  recently,  by  arrangement 
with  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  a ward  for  premature  infants 
has  been  equipped  at  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  (Belvedere 
Hospital). 

Care  of  Illegitimate  Children.  The  marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  illegitimate  births  during  the  war  years  is  a matter  for 
serious  concern — more  especially  since  the  suitable  placing  of  these 
unfortunate  infants  has  become  increasingly  difficult. 

Circular  2866  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  suggested  that  Welfare 
Authorities  should  co-operate  with,  and  reinforce  the  work  of  voluntary 
moral  welfare  organisations  and  this  suggestion  has  been  implemented 
by  the  making  of  a grant  to  the  Committee  of  the  Girls’  Home  in  the 
town.  This  home  has  done  much  valuable  work  in  the  district  for 
many  years,  but  is  unfortunately  seriously  handicapped  at  the  present 
time  owing  to  lack  of  workers. 

War-time  Nursery.  The  War-time  Nursery  opened  in  Nov. 
ember,  1942,  and  continued  to  be  well  attended  during  the  year.  The 
average  number  of  children  in  attendance  was  42  and  they  made 
9,467  attendances  during  the  year. 

Home  Help.  During  the  year  the  Home  Help  attended  11  cases. 

Blood  Transfusion  Service.  At  the  beginning  of  1943  the 
Health  Committee  decided  to  establish  a Blood  Transfusion  Service 
in  the  town,  in  conjunction  with  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  at  Birmingham.  This  arrangement  continued  during  1944. 
A supply  of  blood  is  available  for  emergency  use  at  the  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  service  operates  very  satisfactorily. 
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Burton  upon  Trent  Isolation  Hospital  and  Sanatorium  is  outside  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  the  new  cubicle  block.
